I n c 
ibligation or oath that has ju t 
__en administered to you us com­ 
prehensive in its terms and indi­ 
cates the scope of your responsi­ 
bilities and duties. 
“ In your deliberation I trust you 
will have the hearty co-operation 
of every citizen in the county who 
is cognizant of any alleged crime. 
In my judgment the duty rests 
upon every good citizen to make 
known to the grand jury, or to the 
officers, what knowledge or infer 
mation and the source thereof that 
he may have regarding any viola­ 
tions of the law. 
Courts and of­ 
ficers are powerless without the 
aid, .support and patriotic co-opern- 
ation of the citizenship. 
In pro­ 
portion as a man fails or refuses 
for any reason whatever, to make 
known or disclose to the proper 
officers or tribunal any informa­ 
tion that he may have regarding 
violations of the law, just in that 
proportion does he fail to be a 
good citizen. 
“ In charging you with reference 
to specific violations of the law it 
. becomes manditory that I call your 
attention to 
several 
phase* 
<*f 
crime calling for special investi­ 
gation. 
Rebating by railroads, vi­ 
olation of the pure food law, irreg­ 
ularities in elections and violation 
of the liquor law. 
I have no spe­ 
cial instructions to give you alorg 


these lines. 
Of course you will in­ 
vestigate these matters, as you will 
j^lso other alleged infractions of 
the law. 
“ Murder, burglary of a private 
residence at night and rape are 
serious charges and each carries 
with it as extem e punishment the 
penalty of death. 
The unlawful 
killing, without excuse, of a human 
being 
cannot be extenuated 
by 
honest men. 
The man who bur­ 
glarizes a private 
residence 
at 
night is presumed by law to have 
murder in his heart if necessary, 
and a man who will commit rape 
has always been regarded as a 
menace to society. 
There is and 
can be no excuse or justification 
for a man to ravish a woman. The 
boast of our civilization is that our 
women are protected by 
honest 
and 
chivalrous manhood against 
the lust and passion of any man 
who has no regard for womanhood. 
I trust you will thoroughly investi­ 
gate these alleged crimes and if, 
in your judgment, the law has been 
violated and the evidence warrants 
and .supports that conviction, that 
you will return bills of indictment 
to the end that perpetrators may 
be brought to speedy justice. 
“ I want at this time to call your 
attention to the persistent rumor 
of alleged violations of the liquor 
laws of this state in this county. 
We are peculiarly situated. 
On 
Wednesday of this week there will 
be probably some three thousand 
boys sent here from this and other 
states in order to be trained for 
the responsibilities of citizenship. 
I take it that while hero they are 
our guests, and sorry indeed must 
be the man or set of 
men who 
would, while this great number of 
the very finest of our young men 
at the A. and M. College and Al­ 
len Academy, and even among our 
own boys of the high school, un­ 
dertake to sell, give or in any way 
secure for these boys intoxicating 
liquors. 
My vocabulary is inade­ 
quate to express my opinion of a 
man or set of men who would aid, 
influence, abet or condone the sale 
or delivery of whiskey or intoxi­ 
cating beverages to these 
young 
men. 
Let us make the atmosphere 
as wholesome and the conditions as 
inspiring as possible for them, so 
ihat so far as the citizenship of 
this county is concerned when they 
shall have 
gone 
back to 
their 
hones that no habit shall have 
been formed traceable to any act 
or conduct of our citizenry. In-
